Purchases New 


$45,000 V chicle 


The Elba Rescue Squad recently 
took delivery of a new $45,000 
vehicle, and reScue squad captain 
Sonny Inman reports ‘‘The Elba 
Rescue Squad is now as_ well 
equipped as any in the state.” 


The vehicle uses two 20-gallon 
gas tanks, giving it a 400-500 range, 
and has a 460-cubic-inch engine. 

With the addition of the new 
vehicle, the rescue squad now has 
three operational vehicles and an 
equipment truck. 


The new vehicle, purchased with 
existing rescue squad funds, has a 
module large enough té hold three 
patients and allow a medic to move 
around to treat the patients. The 
module also houses the latest in 
medical equipment, giving the 
rescue squad vehicle the medical 
capabilities of an emergency room.

said he felt additional signs were 
needed to inform the public of the 
change in roadways. 

All council members stated they 
were proud of the bypass, but all 
echoed similar sentiments about 
hazards it created. The council 
instructed Chief White to meet again 
with highway department officials in 
an attempt to solve the traffic 
problems at the bypass and at other 
sites in the downtown area. 


Councilman Jack Prescott gave a 
brief report on his attempt to find 
space for ‘‘off-street'’ parking in the 
downtown area. 

Prescott was asked to study the 
problem of a lack of parking along 
the square and reported he had 
f und three possible sites for parking 
‘ots, He said he had not been able to 

juire a set price on the lease or 
siiv Of any of the sites, but told the 
council he would continue to work on 
the problem and report back. 


The three-month review of the 
city budget revealed the city finances 
to be in good condition. The police 
department was slightly over 
budget, while the street department 
was a whopping $11,000 over budget 
in salaries. 

Mayor English told the council 
the merit raises and cost of living 
increase would account for $4,000 of 
the amount over budget, but stated 
he had no idea where the additional 
$7,000 in salaries had originated. He 
assured the council he would 
investigate the department and 
report back with an answer.

***announced it would open bids on 
a street sweeper and a fire truck at 
its Feb. 10 meeting; 
***aereed to look into drainage 
problems off Taylor Mill Road; and 
***anproved minutes of the previous 
meeting.

The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
Jan, 27, at the courthouse in Elba 
and unanimously endorsed a_ Soil 
Conservation Service plan to 
establish a watershed district that 
would include 78,800 acres in north 
Coffee County. 


The project, named the White- 
water Creek Watershed, will include 
areas along Whitewater Creek and 
Prestwood Mill Creek and will 
provide financial aid on a cost-share 
basis for land-owners plagued with 
erosion problems.

Don Siegelman To Seek 
Office Of Attorney General 


Secretary of State Don Siegelman 
officially announced Jan. 28 his 
candidacy for attorney general on the 
first stop of a 10-city swing through 
the state. Siegelman made the 
announcement at his parents’ home 
in Mobile before a group of friends, 
family and supporters, 

Siegelman said he is running 
“because Alabama needs a tough 
attorney general--tough enough not 
only to fight against career 
criminals, but also to fight for crime 
victims."’ Siegelman said, ‘I have 
seen justice and injustice. I am 
running for attorney general not only 
to prosecute criminals to the fullest 
possible extent, but also to protect 
victims and victims’ rights, to

continue my work to protect citizens 
from drunk drivers, and to prevent 
Alabama _ from becoming the 
hazardous waste dump for the rest of 
the country."’ 


Siegelman said he will continue 
his ‘‘watch-dog role’’ in state 
government, ‘In this role, I have 
battled the legislature for stronger 
campaign finance laws, and I sued 
the governor and his legal adviser to 
protect our right to vote on a 
financial responsibility issue, the 
budget isolation amendment,"’ he 
said, 

Siegelman practiced law in 
Birmingham for 5 1/2 years with 
Robert Vance and Dugan Callaway, 
both of whom now serve as judges. 
Siegelman was general counsel for 
the state Democratic Party, and was 
a law clerk for the U. S. Department 
of Justice while he attended law 
school at Georgetown University in 
Washington, D, C, After getting his 
law degree from Georgetown Law 
School, he studied international law 
at Oxford University in England. He 
is a 1968 graduate of the University 
of Alabama and served as president 
of the Student Government 
Association while at the University.

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FHA Explains Rule 


According to Dale N. Richey, 
State Director, Farmers Home 
Administration has a single rule to 
explain precisely the choices farmers 
have when they fall behind in 
making loan payments. Richey 
stated that he wanted to disspell any 
misconceptions regarding the new 
servicing guidelines, 

New prodedures have been 
developed to give FmHA borrowers 
with delinquent and problem loans 
clear, consistent, and predictable 
guidelines on how their accounts will 
be serviced in compliance with the 
Coleman y. Block court rulings. 
“This action provides one single 
regulation to advise all borrowers in 
advance what choices are available’’, 
Richey stated. 

Following the December 31, 1985 
billing date, farmer program 
borrowers that are delinquent $100 
or more will receive letters advising 
them of their delinquencies and the 
loan treatments available. 
Borrowers will then have 30 days 
from receipt of the letter to notify 
FmHA of the action they would like 
to pursue. County Supervisors will 
be available to explain alternatives 
and provide assistance. 

The basic choices available to a 
delinquent borrower are: 

1. Deferral of a portion of the 
payments for five years. 

2. Rescheduling the 
regular rates and terms. 

3. Rescheduling the loan at lower 
interest rate. 

4. Selling part of the farming 
operation to retire some of the debt. 

S. Subordinating FmHA’s lien to 
another lender. 

6. Catching up on delinquent 
payments. 

7. Borrower decision to sell 
security property for cash or transfer 
to another party. 

Deferrals may be granted when 
the circumstances are beyond the 
borrower's control and he has the 
ability to make payments after 
deferral. These guidelines increase 
the deferral period from 3 to 5 years 
and give borrowers advanced notice 
of loan servicing options to remove 
delinquencies. 

When rescheduling, maximurn 
terms could be given up to 15 years 
for chattel debts and up to 40 years 
for real estate debts. The interest 
| rates for Operating Loans are 
10.25 per cent and 10.75 per cent for 
Farm Ownership. Limited Resource

and lower interest rates will be used 
for those qualifying. The Limited 
Resource rates for Operating Loans 
are 7.25 per cent and 5,25 per cent 
for Farm Ownership. 

The guidelines will permit FmHA 
to assist many delinquent borrowers, 
however, Richey noted that there 
will be some unable to benefit from 
this assistance. Included in that 
group are farmers that have 
discontinued farming, have filed a 
liquidation bankruptcy, have 
violated agreements with FmHA in 
accounting for security property, and 
those farmers that have abandoned 
their farming operations, 

Richey encourages all farm credit 
lending institutions to take a 
compassionate attitude toward farm 
credit stricken families. America 
must maintain a strong farm 
economy and now is the time to 
‘‘reach out'’, Richey further stated. 
He says that FmHA stands ready to 
work with other lenders in providing 
assistance to qualifying and 
deserving farm families. 

Richey had no estimate of how 
many FmHA borrowers that might 
be affected by these guidelines. 
“Any numbers being discussed at 
this time are highly speculative. We 
do not know what choices borrowers 
will make nor do we have the report 
to initiate this action’’, he stated. 

As of 9-30-85, there were 6,197 
Alabama farmers that owed 


approximately $500 million to 
FmHA. Of that number, 27 per cent 
were behind schedule. The lowers 
number of delinquencies occurs on 
December 31 of each year, so the 
December 31, 1985 date was 
selected. Many farmers will have 
completed harvesting and cleared 
their deliquencies by December 31, 
1985, 

In the past, the number of 
foreclosures and bankruptcies has 
been less than 1 per cent of the total 
FmHA farm caseload. FmHA has 
not initiated a liquidation in Alabama 
since June 1984 when there were 
only 51. In 1985, there were only 76 
bankruptcies compared to 131 during 
1984, 

Richey ended by stating that he 
was admisistering the new guide- 
lines and has instructed FmHA 
personnel to give fair and equal 
treatment to all farm families. 
Ameeting was held in Birmingham 
this week and others will be held 
next week in Decatur and 
Montgomery to discuss the im- 
plementation of these guidelines 
with the FmHA staff. ‘‘Frankly, I 
find it difficult to understand how 
anyone could be critical of the 
Agency or the Administration when 
the facts are known. We stand ready 
to assist farmers who have a 


reasonable chance of surviving and . 


we are succeeding with the vast 
majority of our caseload’, Richey 
Stated.

CORN VARIETIES 


Twenty-seven corn varieties are 
recommended for Coffee County 
corn producers. All of tie following 
acceptable varieties are not equal in 
performance. However, all of them 
perform satisfactorily. 

Recommended yellow hybrids 
are Pioneer 3165, McCurdy 8172, 


DeKalb 11230, Pioneer 3147, 
McCurdy 8150, Coker 21, Jacques 
JX247, Northrup King PX95, Golden 
Harvest H-2680, Northrup King 
PX87, Funk’s G-4733, McCurdy 
84AA, Ring Around 1502, Paymaster 
8951, and Pioneer 3320. 

Recommended white hybrids 
include Ring Around 2606W,FFR 
929W, Asgrow/O'sgold RX405W, 
Funk's 833W, Zimmerman Z 11 W, 
Zimmerman Z 60 W, and AgraTech 
GK 927W. 

The following early hybirds are 
recommended based on an 
exceptional 2 year average: Sunbelt 
1827, Agrow/O’s Gold 2570, Sunbelt 
1802, and Funk’s G-4614. 


TWO TON CLUB

PECAN FERTILIZATION 

Don't forget to fertilize your 
pecans with both a mixed fertilizer 
and ammonium nitrate by February 
1. A lot of people who have pecan 
trees in their Centipede ijawns may 
want to use 15-0-15. This fertilizer, 
which does not contain any 
phosphorus will keep from over- 
fertilizing Centipede. At the same 
time, pecans have relatively low 
requirements for phosphorus and 
your pecans should not suffer. So if 
you have pwcan trees in a Centipede 
lawn, consider using 15-0-15 plus 
ammonium nitrate.

PLANT PECANS IN WINTER tomato variety is resistant to root- eliminaté overwintering fungus 


Now through February is the best 
time to plant pecan trees. These 
trees grow best in sandy loam soils. 
Also, they need plenty of sunlight. 

Plant the trees as deep as they 
grew in the nursery. Soil test and till 
in fertilizer, lime and zinc before 
planting. It is best to plant trees that 
are scab resistant such as Cape Fear, 
Elliott, Jackson, Melrose or Sumner 
varieties. If you plant more than 
three trees, plant a Cape Fear 
variety for a pollinator. 


SELECT TOMATO VARIETIES 

Your garden may be the last 
thing on your mind right now, but 
this is a good time to select the 
tomato varieties you will grow next 
season. 

Resistance to disease is probably 
one of the most important factors 
when choosing tomato varieties. 

Choose those that have the 
letters V-F-N after the variety name. 
These letters indicate that the 


knot nematodes and the diseases 
Fusarium and Verticillium. 


PLANTING SOIL 

Planting a shrub or tree that was 
grown in a container requires a little 
extra care. Add a mixture of 
one-third peat moss and two-thirds 
of the original soil when planting a 
container-grown plant. This mixture 
will provide a gradual transition from 
the soil in the container to the soil 
around the hole. Do not add sand to 
the mixture, because that would 
impede proper drainage. 


SMALL GARDENS NEED TESTS 

Some people think there is no 
reason to soil test to determine lime 
and fertilizer needs for a small 
garden. The smaller the garden, the 
greater the need for a soil test, 
because high yields are more im- 
ortant. Also, it is, easy to over 
ertilize a small garden. Soil testing 
supplies can be picked up at your 
agri-businesses.

ACCESSORIES 


Lengthwise and crosswise lines 
in accessories add length or width to 
the body area where they are worn. 
For example, a wide belt can be good 
for a slender person, whereas a thin 
belt for a heavier person. The size of 
the accessory should be in proportion 
to the size of the person. Tall people 
can wear more and larger 
accessories than a petite person. 

Bright, contrasting accessories 
direct attention to the area where 
they are located. Most important, 
an accessory should be _ both 
becoming and appropriate to the 
person's lifestyle. 


PERSONAL INVENTORY 


How much importance do you 
put on a personal inventory? Not 
many people have an inventory, It is 
very important to know what you 


have and where it is located. 

Using a loose-leaf notebook lets 
you list your inventory by categories. 
You can pull out and change single 
pages as you revise or update your 
files.

Use dormant sprays before green 
tissue shows in the buds. Spray on 
days when the air temperature is 
above freezing, and no freeze is 
expected for several days. 

The liquid lime sulfur sprays can 
be used for most of your trees. If you 
want to make sure you get good 
results, apply two dormant sprays as 
outlined in ‘‘Spraying Home 
Orchards,”’ Circular ANR-50. You 
can pick up a copy from the 
Extension office or call 894-5596 and 
ask us to mail it to you. 


USING OLD SEED 


Many gardeners save seed from 
one year to the next. The question is 
often asked, ‘‘How long will well- 
stored seed last?’’ The following 
gives the approximate shelf life of 
some common vegetables. 


1 year: Sweet corn, onion, parsnip, 
okra, parsley. 

2 years: Beet, pepper, leek. 

3 years: Asparagus, bean, carrot, 
celery, lettuce, pea, spinach, tomato, 
4 years: Cabbage, cauliflower, 
Brussels Sprouts, Swiss Chard, kale, 
squash, pumpkin, radish, turnip, 
rutabaga. 

S years: Cucumber, 
muskmelon, watermelon 
Successful gardeners must 
viable seed. 


PRUNING 

Fruit plants such as apples, 
pears, figs, and blueberries should 
be pruned now. However, do not 
prune peaches and plums until early 
February. If these fruit trees are 
pruned during October through late 
January, a number of your trees will 
probably die. Bacterial canker and 
cold damage are the primary causes 
of tree death when pruned at the 
wrong time. 

Peaches and plums can be 
pruned from February until bloom, 
usually in March, This is considered 
to be the ideal period for pruning.

TRACTOR SAFETY 


Most fatal tractor accidents occur 
during the early part of the plowing 
season, especially turning land in 
January and February. According to 
the National Safety Council, one of 
the reasons for this is that tractors 
often get too close to steep em- 
bamkments which have been 
weakened by winter and spring 
rains. 

As you disk and plow land early 
in the year, be very careful in those 
fields which have steep embank- 
ments and ditches. You need to 
always be aware that a tractor can 
flip over and pin you underneath. 
Caution family members and others 
who drive tractors and equipment to 
be extra careful in those fields where 
danger exists. 


Jean McDaniel, H&R Block 
Distric Manager, talked to me 
recently about some tax changes that 
affect farmers. For example, farmers 
must file Form 1099-MISC return if 
they pay $600 or more for items such 
as rent, machine hire or contract 
labor fees. 

Coffee County farmers and, of 
course, other businesses are 
interested in complying with the IRS 
regulations, A lot of farmers need to 
participate in tax management which 
can help them to remain in business. 

There are a number of tax breaks 
and incentives for farmers. A new on 
deals with machinery costs during 
the 1985 tax year. Another incentive 
is reforestation tax break provided 
by Congress. 

I certainly encourage all Coffee 
County farmers with the help of their 
tax consultants to become aware of 
and take advantage of tax payments 
beneficial to them.

Al Unemployment 
Advanced In Dec: 


Alabama’s unemployment rate 
advanced from 7.9 percent in 
November to 8.0 percent ‘in 
December, according to Bill 
Heatherly, director of the Alabama 
Department of Industrial Relations. 

The year-ago rate measured 
11.6 percent. December’s rate 
represented 144,400 unemployed, 
compared to 142,100 in November, 
and 208,000 a year ago. 

Heatherly attributed the increase 
in the state’s unemployment rate to 
continued seasonal declines in 
agricultural and construction 
activity, as well as _ monthly 
downturns in services and both the 
hard and soft goods sectors of the 
manufacturing division,’ which 
outweighed holiday hiring in the 
retail trade sector. Over-the-year 
gains in wage and salary employ- 
ment totaled 16,200, with annual 
advances in the nonmanufacturing 
division outweighing factory losses. 

The comparable national rate for 
December was unchanged from 
November's 6.7 percent, but 
measured below the year-ago rate of 
7.0 percent.

ANSWERS TO YOUR BIBLE QUESTIONS 


QUESTION: 


SHOULD CHRISTIANS OBSERVE THE 
SABBATH OR THE LORD’S DAY? 
IS SUNDAY THE SABBATH? 


Bob Prichard 


The scriptures teach that Christians are to meet on the first day of 
the week, or Sunday, to worship God, Christians are not commanded to 
meet on Saturday, which is the Sabbath, or seventh day of the week. 
The Sabbath day was given to the Israelites by God, as one of the ten 
commandments, and was given to them to remind them of their 
Egyptian bondage. This covenant that God made at Mount Sinai was 
with the Jews alone. Speaking of the covenant, Moses said, ‘'The Lord 
made not this covenant with our fathers, but with us, even us, who are 
all of us here alive this day’’ (Deut, 5:3). The Jews were to 
‘remember’ the Sabbath day to ‘‘keep it holy’’ (Ex. 20:8). There were 
many rules and regulations associated with the Sabbath day, such as 
animal sacrifices, which no men ‘‘keep"’ today, 

God intended for the old covenant to give way to the new covenant 
for Christians, ‘‘In that he saith, A new covenant, he hath made the 
first old. Now that which decayeth and waxeth old is ready to vanish 
away"’ (Heb. 8:13). Paul tells us, further, that in his sacrifice for us, 
Christ was “blotting out the handwriting of ordinances that was 
against us, which was contrary to us, and took it out of the way, nailing 
it to his cross’’ (Col. 2:14), 

Jesus Christ arose from the dead on the first day of the week (Luke 
24:1-8), the Lord's church was established on Pentecost, a Sunday, and 
Christians have since then met on the first day of the week to worship 
God, The New Testament example is one of Christians meeting on 
Sunday to worship, The first day of the week observance of the Lord’s 
Supper was considered so important that the apostle Paul ‘‘tarried 
seven days"’ in Troas so that he might worship with the Christians on 
the “first day of the week"’ (Acts 20:7). The scriptures give no 
indication that Paul or the other Christians at Troas kept the Sabbath 
day that passed while they were waiting for the first day of the week to 
come. 

Paul told the brethren at Corinth, ‘Upon the first day of the week 
let every one of you lay by him in store, as God hath prospered him’’ (1 
Cor. 16:2). The early Christians ‘‘continued steadfastly in the apostles’ 
doctrine and fellowship, and in breaking of bread, and in prayers’’ 
(Acts 2:42), The apostles’ doctrine included meeting on the first day of 
the week to break bread, or have the Lord's Supper. There is no 
command in the New Testament for the church to keep the Sabbath 
day, nor is there any example of Christians keeping the Sabbath. 

It is true that Jesus kept the Sabbath day, as well as the Passover, 
and other Jewish religious laws, but Jesus lived under the old 
covenant, keeping the old law perfectly. The new covenant, by which 
we live, did not come into effect until his death.
